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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The argument presented by the Applicant is that 
the clainn recites that "a temporarily retaining portion provided on an open edge of the hole of the base of the temporarily retaining the 
overall spacer on one of the members" and that Soltysik reference fails to disclose this limitation because the the wall portions 27 and 
28 are not provide on the open edge of the hole of the base. This argument fails to persuade because the claim only recites that "a base 
interposed between opposed faces of the members and having a through hole co-axial with the bores of the respective members so that 
the fastening member is inserted through the hole" and does not preclude wall portions 27 and 28 as being part of the open edge of the 
hole of the base. Wall portions 27 and 28 can be considered part of the open edge the through hole since the claim does not define any 
extension for the hole. Regarding claim 3, the Applicant argues that the Examiner failed to provide evidence that the spacer disclosed by 
Soltysik Is used In an environment where electrical insulation is needed. The Examiner fails to agree with this argument because Soltysik 
discloses that the spacer can be used with electrical outlet boxes in column 1, lines 60-68 and column 2, lines 1-6 made of plastic or 
other material. Therefore, the argument made by the Examiner has foundation because the anchor is being used in combination with an 
electrical outlet. 
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
